A email penitential party was doing 


•hot drill within the four frowning 
walla of a military prison, not—owing 
to certain repairs—on the spot usually 
assigned for that purpose, but in a 
space abutting on the quarters of in- 
ferior officials. 


This operation is performed by such 


hardened villains as have manifested 
their villainy by a- disinclination to 
work an<l an inclination to swear. 


As a further instance of prison per- 


versity, -the depraved and melancholy 
squad were mostly pale. And of them 
Murphy was the. palosl, the sulkiest 
and, taking" him in prison |>er.speetive, 
the worst. He h:ul formerly been ad- 
mired through the cell walls by his 
fellows for his powers of howling at 
abnormal hours an:! knocking his fur- 
niture about, but since he had made 
acquaintance with a certain penal in- 
etrument, lie had become less popular 
because less entertainiujr. Yethis gifts 
•were still existent, only diverted, and 
had the grandeur of his present ideal 
been known to his brother rascals, 
many would have admired him more 
than over. This ideal was nothing less 
lhan the getting hi-- own sprohil guard- 
ian officer, I'arr, by tin' scruff of the 
neck and returning to him, with any 
little extras which ttic happy moment 
might inspire, that which Parr had 
caused Murphy himself to suffer. 


Parr ami Murpliy were always at 


odds. 
They ;u-ti'(l UTH omfortably on 


one another's K'lnpers and nerves, aa 
men do in clubs and messes without 
exactly knowing uhy. 
In clubs and 


messes, however, men can get away 
from each other, but a prisoner and 
his warder cannot. 
Filends or foes, 


wet or fine, sad or gay, (' 4,"> nnd the 
officer presiding over his corridor must 
needs have a prolonged, if formal and 
fitful, companionship. 


Therefore the pair of foes saw a great 


deal too much of each other for their 
mutual comfort and improvement. To 
endeavor to cow a fellow creature, 
whether yon fail or succeed, is not in 
the long run really plea--anter than to 
endeavor not to be coned. 


Parr and Murphy, a.-, the two largest 


men in the priison, were occasionally, 
to the former's disgust, playfully com- 
pared, in the warder.-,' mess. The like- 
ness ended there. Parr n ;is aggres&ive- 
Jy clear-skinned and ruddy, \\ith the 
round blue eyes of a superlatively good 
baby, 
bright 
red hair, beautiful!} 


parted, and & solid unmoved Str*- 
ou physiognomy. A well-made man 
in spite of his height, and clean 
und meat to a miracle, as a sol- 
dier, he had taken e\ery possible 
prize for marching order competitions 
and the like. He was utterly incapable 
of insubordination, so-called, but liad, 
nevertheless, as many a young or cart- 
less officer has learned to his cost, a 
stolid respectful method of getting his 
own way in the long run. 


Xow in Murphy, size ran to slovenli- 


ness. He possessed enormous hands, 
knock-knees, in spite of much drill, and 
splay feet. His features were long and 
heavy, his hopelessly inaccurate nose 
had n sidelong fcwi^t, his hair was black 
stubble; in his eyes lurked the dull 
cogitative gleam of a vicious mule's. 
As a heavy dragoon, he had been the 
disgust and despair of his superiors for 
all his regimental life, except one brief 
and amazing Interval. This was when, 
for a few months, a certain 0'Nea.le, ex- 
changing from another regiment, be- 
came a lieutenant in Murphy's squad- 
ron. He was an Irishman, too, but of a 
very different pattern; a little fellow 
with wheedling blue eyes and n tongue 
soft as a woman's*. For those few signal 
months he twisted the largo bulk and 
the small mind—more difficult of the 
two—of Murphy the incorrigible round 
his slim finger. But he took Indian 
fever and died. During his brief illness, 
Murphy spent every spare moment— 
and many he had no right to spare— 
prowling about where, he had no right 
to be, to get news of his demi-gtxl. Till 
the funeral he moped aimlessly around, 
with his shoulders up to his cars and 
his heavy lip hanging; and immediately 
after, had a most tremendous burst, ex- 
celling every previous effort in that di- 
rection. 


Yet the reflective reader will gather 


from this narrative that, if Murphy had 
been born, say, a dairyman, or a duke, 
he might actually and not undeservedly 
have possessed an average character. 
His sins were, afterall.of aconvention- 
al and local nature, or else artificially 
produced by a mistake in his choice of a 
career. 
For instance, his present 


tribulation arose from the fact that he 
had sworn vigorously at Parr. Murphy 
himself had heard many of hia officers, 
both oat of and in prison, blaspheme. 
Wlteu, therefore, his ebullition was 
greeted by an award of shot drill, he 
complained inly of injustice; though,

It all depends on the 
point of rieiw. But this opens the way 
to dangerous and leveling theories. 


Parr was Juat then separated from 


hla Murphy, and feeling a want or 
eraTing in hrs elementary mind in con- 
•equence. Murphy, on the other hand, 
experienced the relief of a calmer at- 
mosphere; for, though the warder 
mperlntending the shot drill was actu- 
ally » more irritable, person than Parr, 
ke lacked that aspect of superior virtue 
Wbteh ao mgtrtuTated C 45. Murphy, 


then, marched and counter-marched, 
alternately shotted and shotless, in- 
scribing, I fear, a multiplied vocabulary 
of oaths on the tablet within. Human 
punishment, unless meted out exactly 
on the divine pattern, is apt to drive in, 
rather than, drive outevil. 


The sky, which had been gloomy, 


had just vouchsafe*! a pale smile of 
sunligit, when an unexpected incident 
occurred. Within the liberties of that 
prison—which sounds anomalous—one 
or two married warders were accom- 
modated; amongst them, Parr. There 
was, of course, no 
communication 


whatever between the disciplinary and

the domestic quarters. Nevertheless, as 
Murphy for the hundredth time put 
down and lifted up his shot, an appari- 
tion appeared, as improbable in that 
scene of discipline as a look of human 
brotherhood or a gentle word admit- 
ting possiblecommunity of guilt. Mur- 
phy forgot the usual ache in his back 
and his head, which a recent experi- 
ence of bread and water

ters alluded to. and had no right what- 
ever near the wild beast show.

Then suddenly, just 
as Murphy, with beads of perspiration 
above a heavier frown than usual, and 
a grunt like a resentful beast of bur- 
den, 
lifted his shot, she flitted forward

A GOAL MINER AT filANTIG 


Man Shockingly Mangled-Is Given 


Speedy SurgicalAttention—Ex- 


pired at 6 O'clock This 


Morning. 


Charlos Ciaypool, Jr., of Nlantln, was 


fatally injured last night by a switch en- 
gine No. 115 last night abont 11 o'clock 
at the Jasper street crossing of the Wa- 
basb. The switch engine was shoving a 
car loaded with heavy bridge timbers. 
Claypool was Intoxicated and wae waltE- 
iug down the traok, and though the 
awitohmen yelled at him he did not seem 
to hear them, and was struck by tbe car, 
pushed ahead of it tor abont 30 feet and 
then run over. 
The enpice was stopped 


and the crew ran baofc to where Claypool 
wae lying. He was still conscious. The 
patrol wagon was called and tbe Injured 
man was taken to the police headquarters 
where ho received all the care possible 
from Drs. Wilhelmy and Dlxon. Clay- 
pool was very badly hnrt. Tbe hair wae 
all rubbed off the left side of his head, bis 
right arm torn almost completely from 
the socket and six or seven Inches of the 
bore in his right arm above the elbow 
was broken off from the lest of tie bone 
and only hung by a shr^d of flesh. His 
face was badly out and his right leg was 
crushed And abont half the thickness of 
the, bone below tbe knee was broken out.

PRESSURE OF THE WIND. 


Extent of Reslnlnnee \ccc«»arj- t« 


Withstand Storm*. 


The year 1S97 will be distinguished in 


meteorological records for its Etorrni 


wind. It may be doubted whether 


anything more tremendous than the 
hurricane which devastated a consid- 
erable part of Essex that year Las ever 
been experienced, and \ery rarely have 
we had rougher times than we have 
;rone through this mild winter. It is 
difficult to compare the present with 
the post in this respect. The anemo- 
meter was invented in 1700, and every- 
thing before that in the way of record 
was necessarily very dubious and unre- 
liable. There are no means of judg-icg 
how the great Essex storm last au- 
tumn, for instance.would compare with 
the famous storm which swept the Ed- 
dystone lighthouse away in. 1703 in 
poiut of velocity of wind. The mere de- 
struction of property or life would, of 
course, afford no criterion as to that. 
The Essex storm was curiously local in 
its effects, whereas the terrible visita- 
tion of 1703 seems to have imolved the 
whole country. It is said that by land 
and on sea immediately round our 
coasts no less than f ,000 lives were lost 
in that one storm. In the valley of the 
Severn 15,000 sheep were drowned, and 
in the county of Kent alone 17.000 trees 
were reckoned to have been torn up 
by the roots. Such figures show the 
widely extended violence of the storm, 
but they do not afford the means of 
judging of the actual power of the 
wind. 


In the tropics it is said that it is not 


an unusual thing in times of hurricane 
for wind to travel at the rate of 100 
miles an hour. This is a velocity which 
brings something like half a hundred- 
weight to bear on every square foot of 
space in its way. That is reckoning di- 
rect pressure, without computing any- 
thing in the way of leverage, which 
must, of course, often be exerted to an 
immense extent. 


How nearly we sometimes approach 


io the tropical standard it is difficult to 
say. So far as we fljf aware the near- 
est recorded approximation was shown 
by an anemometer at Liverpool in 1863. 
This was a foot pressure of 4,1 pounds, 
which would represent a velocity of 90 
miles an hour or thereabouts. In the 
early months of JSG7 Lloyd's anemo- 
meter at the Royal exchange here in 
London showed S3 miles an hour, which 
would give r.oraewhere about '55 pounds 
to the square foot. The meteorological 
office reckons anything up to o4 miles 
an hour a "strong bree/.e." Cher that 
velocity it ealls a *'modprate gale*' up 
to -10 miles an hour; a "fresh frale" if 
blowing between 40 and 4S miles an 
hour; a "strong pale'* up 1o ."if, miles, 
and a "whole f_ 
ra]r'' for anything be- 


tween that and C5 miles. 
Ordinarily

•phraseology means a u-locKy of 05 to 
7; mile? .11 ho-ir. 


Even whc'j the \\iiul :-, drhinpracross 


country nt any knonr. velocity i: is not 
altogether easy tn j--ay what may be the 
Toree with Mhich it impinges or: cer- 
tain objects or rushes over any given 
point, Where such winds as beat ovcf 
the metropolis the olliernight are roar- 
ing over lofty buildings it must often 
happen that air currents will be de- 
flected and combined in such a manner 
as to add immensely to their destruc- 
tive force. Of course, a current of air 
rushing into n narrow channel will 
ha\c its velocity and power ircrensed 
just as a stream of water would under 
•rimilar circumstances. Thus a wind 
of 75 miles an hour tearing o\er Lon- 
don may every here nnd there attain 
to a much higher velocity, and thismay 
account for the overthrow of a good 
many chimney stacks and the damage 
done to a good many roofs. It may 
now- and then account, too. for some of 
the more startling incidents recorded 
from time to time during storms o( 
wind, such a.s the carrying of pedes- 
trians off their feet end the blowing 
over of vehicle^. 


During the great storm of 1703 the 


story goes that a large stable was 
lifted up and carried clear o'-er five 
horses and the man who wis feeding 
them without doing them the slightest 
injury, the structure enming to earth, 
ngEtin many yards from its original 
position.—London Ifcws.
